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ENATOR Henry M. Jackson (D-Wash) 
has called on President-elect Kennedy 
to “undertake a major overhaul of the 
machinery of the National Security Coun- 
cil.” 

Chairman of the Senate Subcommittee 
on National Policy Machinery, Senator 
Jackson released a staff study 20 Decem- 
ber which said that the present NSC 
organization “appears to be only mar- 
ginally involved in helping resolve many 
of the most important problems which 
affect the future course of national se- 
curity policy.” 

The study states: “The Council seems 
to have only a peripheral or pro forma 
Concern with such matters as the key 
decisions on the size and composition of 
the total national security budget, the 
strength and makeup of the Armed Serv- 
ites, the scale and scope of many major 
agency programs in such fields as foreign 
economic policy and atomic energy, the 
translation of policy goals into concrete 
Plans and programs through the budg- 
etary process, and many critical opera- 
tional decisions with great long-term 
Policy consequences.”

Accrual Pay Plan Changed 


HE Budget Bureau has drafted a 

compromise accrual flight pay plan 
as a substitute for the Defense Depart- 
ment’s proposal. 

Under the BoB plan, Service officers 
taken off rated status to meet ceilings 
on the number of rated military officers 
would be paid 95% of their regular flight 
pay the first year after being removed 
from flying status. 

Each year thereafter their flight pay 
would be reduced by another 5% of the 
original amount, 

Flight pay would stop completely after 
an officer has been paid under the ac- 


crual pay plan as many years as he had 
previously held rated status, 

Pentagon officials say that although 
the plan could apply to rated officers 
who will be taken off flight status effec- 
tive 1 January 1961 to meet rated ceil- 
ings imposed by Congress, none will

(The following is the text of President Eisenhower's Christmas message 
to American service personnel around the world.) 

HIS is my last Christmas message to the members of the Armed Forces 
as your Commander in Chief. 

For most of my adult life, I celebrated the Christmas season in uni- 
form—in war and peace, on military assignments at home and overseas. 
Invariably each Christmas-tide awakens many memories of those years of 
service friends and comrades, and it lifts up my hopes for the future. 

I deeply believe in the Christmas message of “peace on earth, good 
will toward men.” This is the highest goal of mankind. It requires our 
finest efforts. It promises the greatest reward. Moreover, the peace of the 
world is the absolute necessity of our time. 

But as I remember the Christmas story, it is not simply the birth of a 
child and the singing of shepherds and the coming of the Wise Men. The 
story also includes a cruel king, a pitiful flight of refugees and a tragic 
slaughter of innocent children, So with the joy of that first Christmas we 
cannot forget the perils of that time—or the perils of our time. 

We are also living in an age of cruel and aggressive leaders. To preserve 
our homes and liberties against them we must stand firm. Whenever need 
requires, we must make personal sacrifices on our own part—and on the 
part of our families. 

You are already doing this. The members of our Armed Forces, sta- 
tioned at home and overseas, are among the most generous and most effec- 
tive defenders of peace. I am the spokesman of your fellow-Americans as I 
say, all of us are grateful to you. 

Mrs. Eisenhower joins me in sending our thanks and Christmas greetings 
to you—with best wishes for a Happy New Year.

Early And Wide Publicity For Bolté Report 


The recommendations of the Bolté Committee concerning officer per- 
sonnel legislation for all the Services are scheduled to be turned over to 
the Secretary of Defense on 5 January. THE JOURNAL has been advised 
that it will be some time, perhaps months, before the Department can 
complete its studies and give final approval to the specific legislative 
changes it will submit to Congress. 

In order that the Department may receive the benefit of the widest 
Service reaction on these proposals, it should make public the Bolté Re- 
port as soon as it is received. In this way, the basic recommendations 
would reach officers of all grades, no matter where they are stationed, in 
time for them to study it and make known their personnal views. 

Such a procedure would be vastly more satisfactory, and beneficial 
to morale, than if the Department’s final recommendations to Congress 
should be the first word to reach the officer corps. The latter course could 
lead to dissatisfaction and would confuse members of Congress by the 
spate of letters it inevitably would generate. 


Will We Freeze Progress In Manned Interceptors? 


With the restoration of the program for the development and pro- 
duction of the Mach 3 B-70 bomber, albeit with a year’s delay, we would 
hope that consideration is being given to the development of an advanced 
long-range interceptor as a follow-on of the promising F-108 which was 
killed in 1959 just before the B-70 cut-back. 

Virtually all Air Force leaders see a need for manned aircraft in their 
inventory for many years to come. It was a recognition of this need which 
led to the restoration of the B-70 program. The same thinking should 
apply to development of an advanced interceptor. 

Air Defense Command officials have stated repeatedly their need for 
continued progress in the field of manned aircraft. With the cancellation 
of the F-108 there is nothing now under development for the ADC beyond 
those now in production. 

This is an area to which the incoming administration of the Defense 
Department must give close and careful attention. Certainly, this nation 
should not commit itself to a policy of freezing progress in this vital field.

View On Retired Officers Assn. 

@ The news and editorial in your 
issue of 3 December relative to the 
“insurgent” action at a recent conven- 
tion of the Retired Officers Association 
seems to provide a definite note of 
optimism with regard to that organi- 
zation. Their bylaws provision (Art. 
VIII) which in practical effect limits 
national officers to retired Regulars 
has long kept many of us out of that 
otherwise promising organization, as 
also has the limited horizon of effec- 
tive interests. The contemplated broad- 
ening not only of representation but 
of outlook will be welcomed by many 
retired officers. 

Reverting to the subject of the re- 
computation of retired pay, mentioned 
in your editorial, it might be well to 
bear in mind that it was the Reserve 
Officers Association which initiated, 
drafted and caused the introduction 
into the 85th Congress of the first 
move to end the discrimination con- 
tained in the 1958 Pay Act, As a Leg- 
islative Representative of the Reserve 
Officers Association at that time, and 
Chairman of its Committee on Retired 
Reserves, I myself drafted the bill (S. 
4207 and H. R. 13848) and secured the 
cooperation in its introduction of my 
good friends, Senator Henry M. Jack- 
son and Representative Thor C. Tollef- 
son of my home state, plus Senators 
Barrett, Goldwater and Thurmond, the 
latter a former President of the Re- 
serve Officers Association. The bill was 
introduced in the Senate on 31 July 
1958 and in the House on 21 August 
1958. While it is practically immaterial 
who does what so long as we get this 
injustice corrected, it is as well to note 
that prompt and direct action to that 
end was actually initiated by the Re- 
serve Officers Association, on behalf 
of its many thousands of retired Re- 
serve component officers.

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Armor Officers Will Go To Career Course Earlier; | 


Assignment Chief Outlines Duty-School Pattern 


EGINNING next summer, the Army 
B will send young Armor officers to 
the branch career course at Ft. Knox., 
Ky., between the third and eighth years 
of service, compared with the fifth to 
12th years at present. 

This is reported by Brig. Gen. Frank 
S. Henry, Chief of the Armor Officer As- 
signment Division. 

He said that in the next three or four 
classes at Knox, most of the officers will 
have at least five years service, but he 
said that attendance at the Career Course 
will be accelerated for most officers. 

This will mean earlier opportunities for 
other schooling. 

General Henry, USMA ’33, stressed the 
importance of initial troop duty. “Any 
effort, during this period, to divert a 
young officer into other assignments 
sheuld be avoided,” he said. 

lixcept for Army aviators, Armor of- 
ficers are not allowed to specialize until 
completion of the branch Career Course. 
After this, officers face an array of as- 
sigument possibilities. Some enter various 
specialist fields and others pursue grad- 
uate work, primarily in the -physical 
sciences, under the Combat Arms Civil 
Schooling Program. 

General Henry said the Armor branch 
desired that each officer have an oppor- 
tunity to show his ability to command 
a company-size unit and serve as a 
principal staff officer at battalion, regi- 
mental or combat command level before 
attending Command and General Staff 
College at Fort Leavenworth, Kans. 

The Army gave these details concern- 
ing Armor assignments: 

Following graduation from C&GSC, of- 
ficers are considered for a broad range 
of assignments, Certain qualified officers 
are selected for graduate study in the 
social and physical sciences, again under 
the Combat Arms Civil Schooling Pro- 
gram. 

Consideration for War College level 
schooling, to the extent possible, hinges 
on an officer’s ability to command a bat- 
talion-size unit and handle an important 
staff assignment at Army or higher level. 

Current figures for Armor officers show 
that 55% have bachelor degrees. Many 
others, in search of a degree, pursue 
courses under the Army’s General Edu- 
cational Development Program, Under 
this program, officers within a year of 
completion of requirements for a bache- 
lor’s degree can apply for attendance at 
a civilian college or university on a full- 
time basis. 

Because of the large number of appli- 
cants for the educational program, Armor 
selects officers on a competitive basis to 
fill its limited quota. Overall military

Throughout the service of Armor ¢ca- 
reer officers, the Armor Officer Division 
aims ahead four or five years in individ- 
ual assignments.

A3J Vigilante Sets 91,450 Fe oot Sania 
Prepares For Fleet Attack Role With Navy 


A 91,450.8 foot world jet altitude rec- 
ord for jet aircraft has been claimed 
for the North American Aviation A3J 
Vigilante attack plane. 

The record flight, carrying a 1,000 
kilogram payload, was made 13 Decem- 
ber at Edwards AFB, Calif., in a Vigi- 
lante piloted by Cdr. Leroy A. Heath, 
USN. Bombadier-Navigator on the flight 
was Lt. Henry L. Monroe, USN. 

Both are assigned to the Naval Air 
Test Center, Patuxent River, Md. 

The previous record of 67,096 feet in 
the same class was set 13 July 1959 
by Russian pilot Vladimir Smirnov, fly- 
ing a twin-jet RV monoplane over 
Bykovo Aerodrome. 

The Vigilante, designed and produced 
for the Navy by North American’s Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, Division, is undergoing 
evaluation before being assigned to the 
fleet. 

It is an all-weather attack plane built 
for carrier operations and capable of 
delivering both nuclear and conventional 
weapons. The internal bomb load ejects 
straight aft from the tail of the aircraft.

SECDEF-DESIGNATE McNAMARA WAST- 
ED NO TIME in seeking out the two Congres- 
sional leaders with whom he will be working 
most closely in his new job. He telephoned 
Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the House 
Armed Services Committee on Sunday 18 De- 
cember—the same day Mr. Vinson returned to 
Washington—and arranged for a 20 December 
meeting in the Congressman’s office. He had 
conferred previously with Chairman Richard B. 
Russell (D-Ga) of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee in Winder, Ga. 


CHAIRMAN VINSON FORECAST that Mr. 
McNamara, who served with the Air Force as 
a lieutenant colonel in WWII, could become the 
Nation’s best Secretary of Defense. It was ob- 
vious that Mr. Vinson, who entered Congress 
19 months before the new SecDef was born, 
was impressed with the cautious attitude Mr. 
McNamara has taken toward the major Defense 
reorganization proposed in the Symington Re- 
port (full text The Journal, 10 December). 


DURING THE McNAMARA MEETING, 
Chairman Vinson, a stern opponent of the single 
chief of staff concept proposed by the Syming- 
ton group, took the opportunity to remind the 
new Defense leader that President-elect Ken- 
nedy has said that any move to reorganize the 
Pentagon “will have to wait” until Mr. Mc- 
Namara has studied the present organizational 
structure. It is noteworthy that Chairman Vin- 
son invited Representative Paul J. Kilday (Tex), 
second-ranking Democrat on the Committee, to 
participate in the 40-minute get-together. Mr. 
Kilday also is opposed to a single chief of staff. 


CNO ARLEIGH BURKE, who has consistently 
warned against a “military Solomon,” called at 
Chairman Vinson’s office the day before the 
McNamara meeting. His conference with the 
powerful House Chairman undoubtedly centered 
on a discussion of the controversial Symington 
proposals. 


AFTER McNAMARA’S MEETING WITH 
VINSON, the Defense Secretary-designate told 
newsmen there would be no immediate overhaul 
of the Pentagon. He said Secretaries of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force will be appointed, 
as well as other posts recommended for elimina- 
tion by the Symington group. The 44-year-old 
Ford Motor Co. President said he first wants to 
study the need for change. Chairman Vinson 
told The Journal he was “very favorably im- 
pressed” by Mr. McNamara.

Lewis, Wash., 
will report to his new assignment in the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense in February. 


SERGEANT MISSILE TRAINING for sol- 
diers will begin on a formal basis 4 January at 
the Sperry Utah Engineering Laboratory in Salt 
Lake City when 25 students will enroll for a 
three-month course. They will be trained by 
Sperry Utah, prime industrial contractor, for 
duty as instructors and maintenance people for 
Army agencies which later will conduct classes 
for soldiers assigned to Sergeant units. 


THE NAVY MUST WRITE new orders for 
scores of officers and enlisted men who had 
been assigned to the carrier Constellation, 
which was to have been commissioned in March. 
The $75 million blaze aboard the $275 million 
ship at the Brooklyn Navy Yard will delay com- 
missioning until 1962. Prospective commanding 
officer, Capt. Thomas J. Walker, was already in 
Brooklyn. Executive officer, Cdr. Charles K. 
Ruiz, is at Norfolk, with a skeleton crew of 32 
officers and a group of enlisted who were in 
training for Constellation service. 


THE NAVY HAD SENT 27 officers, including 
Captain Walker, to Brooklyn as the advance 
party during the ship’s outfitting. There are 116 
enlisted men there, with 230 more under orders 
to the carrier, whose peacetime complement will 
be about 3,400. 


WHAT WITH THE TIGHT PINCH on travel 
money, the Constellation assignment changes as 
a result of the fire are going to create additional 
difficulties. But the major fiscal problem, of 
course, will be to find the money to defray the 
cost of the reconstruction necessary after the 
fire. 


ASST. SECDEF CHARLES C. FINUCANE 
and his staff of experts, once given a green 
light by the White House, moved as quickly 
as possible to provide guidelines to the Services 
regarding the “Gold Dollar Widow” directive. 
The Pentagon issued a statement (see Page 12) 
explaining new developments and, as a conse- 
quence, it was possible for the Services to fol- 
low suit. The Air Force on the next day (see 
Page 17), sent a detailed message to the field, 
and the Navy rushed completion of an AlNav to 
advise the field. 


IT HAD BEEN HOPED that the Army, one 
month after the President’s initial order, would 
be in a position this week to give some specific 
guidance to its people. The Army is affected by 
the “Gold Dollar Widow” situation much more 
than any other Service. But although holding a 
press conference 20 December, the Army still 
was unable to answer such basic questions as 
who will go overseas and who will be returned 
after the end of January. 


THE ARMY LOST in its bid to win exemption 
for Berlin from the oversea quotas. The ques- 
tion now remains as to whether the Army will 
drastically reduce family strength in Berlin, or 
maintain it at relatively the present size. There 
is not much doubt that the Army will make a 
new effort to win exemption for Berlin when the 
Kennedy Administration assumes office, and in 
this proposal, the Army will have strong sup- 
port from the State Department. 


IT WAS HINTED by Army officials at the 
Pentagon press conference that they were pre- 
paring a “key position” list to determine military 
members who would have first priority for 
family travel. This would include billets where 
entertainment of foreign officials is a require- 
ment of the assignment. The Defense Department 
will allot to each Service a separate quota for 
officers assigned to MAAG’s, Missions, and At- 
tache posts. 


ONE BIG REASON why the Air Force was able 
to move more expeditiously than the other Serv- 
ices in formulating its family plans was the 
fact that immediately after the President’s order 
was issued, the Air Force summoned repre- 
sentatives of all major commands to a Pentagon 
meeting on 28 November. At this session, rec- 
ommendations from the field were received and 
reviewed, and a special committee was created 
to work on the problem. At the meeting, USAF 
Headquarters officials received up-to-the minute 
information on the number and classification of 
Air Force families in the U. S. and overseas 
and, as a result, were able to make concrete 
plans and proposals to the Defense Department 
within a matter of days.

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PENTAGON REPORTS FAMILY CUT PLANS 


(The following is the text of a Defense Department announcement con- 
cerning implementation of the “Gold Dollar Widow” directive). 


HE Office of the Secretary of Defense on 19 December, approved the plans 
of the Military Departments for effecting the required reduction in the 
number of dependents in foreign countries. 

The plans provide for an orderly phasing of the reduction and are quite 
similar. During January 1961 there will be a small net reduction of 2,711 
in the numbers of dependents in the affected countries. Each of the Military 
Departments contributes to this reduction, with the Army providing the 
largest share, 1,600. 

Beginning February 1961, there will be an increasing net reduction in 
numbers of dependents in foreign countries each month until June when a 
large reduction in numbers will take place. This follows normal rotation 
policy since an effort is made to make as many changes of station as possible 
during the summer months. 

At present, it appears that no dependents will be returned involuntarily 
to the United States unless accompanied by their military sponsor. The net 
reduction being realized will be effected through return of both military 
sponsor and his dependents on the normal date of return, curtailment of 
tours of duty of some military personnel, and a limitation on the number of 
dependents authorized to proceed to foreign countries. The attached table 
provides additional details. 

All United States territories and possessions are exempted from the 
provisions of the reduction in dependents action and, in addition, the follow- 
ing countries or areas were exempted on 15 December 1960: 

Azores Mexico 
Canada Okinawa 
Guantanamo Naval Base Republic of Panama 

There are approximately 30,000 authorized dependents in the above coun- 
tries. In Alaska and Hawaii, United States territories and possessions there 
are 153,104 dependents. 

The total reduction in numbers of dependents in foreign countries will 
be approximately 215,000. This reduction will be accomplished over a period 
of about fifteen months at approximately the rates shown on attached table. 
There are now approximately 640,000 dependents of military and civilian 
personnel located in Alaska, Hawaii, U. S. Territories, and in Foreign 
Countries. 

In view of the added separations which will be caused by this policy, 
the Department of Defense is considering several possible means of reducing 
such separations. Among the means being considered are shorter tours of 
duty for personnel not accompanied by dependents and the possibility of 
home leaves during an unaccompanied overseas tour. .Many additional de- 
tails must be resolved before plans in these fields can be completed. How- 
ever, those individuals who proceed overseas without their dependents dur- 
ing the early part of 1961 will receive the benefits of any actions taken to 
alleviate hardship. 

The following table gives details of plans for reduction of the number 
of dependents in foreign countries through June 1961 and summarizes the 
plans for periods beyond June 1961.

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Senator Stennis Asks Contributory Retirement Study; Questions Present Career Policies

retirement policies, and a comparison of 
military retirement with the Civil Serv- 
ice contributory system. 

Senator Stennis disclosed details of 
the study on 20 December. This was 
exactly four months after the project 
initially was authorized. He said a seven- 
member University Committee already 
has been formed ang “has been in op- 
eration for a number of weeks.” No ex- 
planation was given for the delay in an- 
nouncing the selection of the study 
group. 

Originally, Chairman Richard B. Rus- 
sell (D-Ga) had expressed the hope that 
the study could “be completed early in 
1961 and submitted for further consid- 
eration of Senator Stennis’ Subcom- 
mittee at that time.” Senator Leverett 
Saltonstall (Mass), ranking Republican 
on the Committee, told THE JOURNAL, 
in late September, he was hopeful the 
study could be acted upon “early in the 
next session.” 

The Military Retirement Study Com- 
mittee at the University of Michigan is 
led by Dr. Carl Fischer, Professor of Ac- 
tuarial Mathematics. A former member 
of the statutory Advisory Council on 
Social Security Financing (1957-59), he 
heads the University’s Insurance De- 
partment, and has acted as consultant 
to a number of state and private retire- 
ment systems. 

Another member of the committee is 
Dr. Paul W. McCracken, Professor of 
Business Conditions, who served on the 
Presidential Council of Economic Advi- 
sors (1956-59). 

Senator Stennis said the group already 
has made “considerable progress” and 
“it is anticipated that the final report 
will be submitted to the Committee on 
Armed Services by late next Spring.” 

Here is the text of Senator Stennis’s 
remarks concerning the frame of refer- 


ence within which the Fischer Commit- 
tee is conducting the study: 
“The scope of the Committee’s study 


| and analysis will include, although it is 


not necessarily limited to, the following 
aspects of military retired pay: 

“A, The tremendous future increase in 
costs of military retired pay 

“If there are no increases in military 
retired pay, the present annual cost of 
$775 million will increase to $1 billion 
annually by July 1, 1964; $2 billion by 
1972; $3.4 billion by 1983. If there is a 
6% cost-of-living increase every four 
years, this annual rate will rise to $2.4 
billion annually by 1972 and $48 billion 
by 1983. 

If the recomputation system for re- 
tired pay is re-enacted, and if over the 
next 15 years military pay increases in 
the same magnitude that have already 
been passed since the end of World War 
II are granted, the military retired pay 
costs by 1972 will be $3 billion annually 


| and will continue to rise until the an- 


nual cost will be $7.8 billion by July 1, 
1983. 

“During the period from July 1, 1960 
to July 1, 1983, the total anticipated costs 
of military retired pay under the stated 
conditions are as follows: (1) $47.2 bil- 
lion if there are no future increases in 
military retired pay; (2) $58.2 billion if 
there is a 6% increase for those on the 
retired list every 4 years beginning July 
1, 1962; and (3) $80.5 billion if the re- 
computation system is enacted and the 
same increases granted during this pe- 
riod that have already been authorized 
under the military pay acts since the 
end of World War II. 

“These sums represent the total antici- 
pated disbursements by the Federal Gov- 
ernment for military retired pay during 
this period. The University study will 
include the implications involved in fu- 
ture military retired pay costs.

“B. The matter of the appropriate | 
method for increasing retired pay subse- 
quent to retirement 

“The 1958 Military Pay Act, which 
was a drastic revision of the military 
pay structure, did not reenact the re- 
computation method under which retired 
persons recompute their retired pay on 
the newly enacted basic pay scales for 
the active forces. To have continued the 
recomputation system under the 1958 
Act would have resulted in dispropor- 
tionate increases for the retired lists. 
Large increases would have been au- 
thorized in the upper, commissioned 
grades while, at the same time, there 
would have been little or no increase 
for those retired in the lower commis- 
sioned and enlisted grades. 

“Instead, the 1958 legislation adopted 





a cost-of-living system, thereby assur- 


ing an increase for all retired persons. 
That Act granted a 6% cost-of-living in- 
crease for all retired persons, except 
those retired in 3 and 4star rank, who 
received a 16% and 26% increase, re- 
spectively. 

“Subsequent to the 1958 Act, legisla- 
tion that would reenact the recomputa- 
tion system for certain retired persons 
was referred to the Senate Committee 
on Armed Services. This legislation pro- 
vides that those retired prior to June 1, 
1958, under current pay laws could in- 
crease their retired pay by recomputing 
on the basis of the higher 1958 pay 
scales. The effect of the legislation 
would be to provide for substantial aver- 
age annual increases for those retired in 
the higher commissioned ranks, rang- 
ing from $526 for lieutenant colonels to

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AF Tells “Gold Dollar Widow” Details; 
Stress Placed On Preventing Hardships 


HE Air Force, in a message to major commanders, 


has revealed details of how 


it will implement the order to reduce the number of family members overseas. 
Major commanders were told to implement the program “with least possible 
personal hardship without degrading operational readiness.” 


It was emphasized 


that efforts will 


be made to give families at least 60 


days notice, and authority is granted for families to occupy government quarters, 
in certain cases, up to 60 days after departure of military sponsors. 
Here is the approved Air Force plan: 


(1) normal inbound (to ConUS) and mod- 
ified outbound (to overseas) flow of depend- 
ents in January 1961; 

(2) normal inbound flow, February through 


May 1961 and highly restricted outbound 
flow during same period; 
(3) sufficient early returns in June 1961 


to meet DOD goal of net reduction by end 
June 1961; this would require the return of 
23,094 dependents plus sponsors during June 
1961: however, if deemed necessary the Air 
Force has authority to postpone 50% or 11,500 
of planned June returnees until July 1961 
or postpone 25% (5,750) until July 1961 and 
an additional 25% until August 1961; 

(4) sufficient early returns during remain- 
ing months to meet DOD goal of net depend- 
ent strength reductions on a quarterly basis 
by 31 March 1962; 

(5) maximum outbound flow of dependents 
to affected overseas areas of 2,000 per month 
commencing July 1961. Dependent overseas 
strength in affected areas is to be 74,170 on 
and after 31 March 1962 which requires a net 
reduction of approximately 105,000 depend- 
ents in affected areas over the fifteen-month 
period. 

Effective planning should begin immedi- 
ately to increase inbound flow of dependents 


during June 1961. To meet this goal, to the 
maximum extent possible, curtail all July 
1961 forecast inbound (to ConUS) sponsors 


with dependents to June 1961 and all August 
1961 to July 1961. New DEROS of June and 
July 1961 will be established. Request you 
advise this headquarters no later than 1 Feb- 
ruary 1961 of number of dependents forecast 
in accordance with these instructions for re- 
turn to ConUS in June and July 1961. Fur- 
ther instructions governing remainder of de- 
pendent reduction program will be issued 
based on updated DEROS statistics as of 1 
January 1961. 

Policy governing outbound flow of depend- 
ents stated in ALMAJCOM message 1414/60, 
18 November 1960 and message 63171, 21 No- 
vember 1960 to ZI commands only remains 
unchanged. 

Message 1414/60 discontinued specific au- 
thority to extend military personnel accom- 
panied by dependents beyond the normal 
overseas tour. This authority is reinstated as 
well as authority to grant waivers for hu- 
manitarian considerations, hardships and pe- 
culiarities of selected Air Force units but this 
authority should be exercised only in consid- 
eration of cases involving mission impairment 
or extreme personal hardship. Extensions and 
waivers should be kept to a minimum in reali- 
zation of the greatly reduced number of per- 
sonnel who in the future will be afforded 
the advantage of accompanied tours. Author- 
ity is also granted commanders to curtail 
tours of sponsors with dependents to the ex- 
tent necessary for return to ConUS no earlier 
than June 1961, or earlier for sponsors for 
whom no replacement is required. However, 
in all cases where sponsors and dependents 
are to be returned to the ConUS prior to 
the normal DEROS of the sponsor, the offi- 
cer and airman manning agencies in Head- 
quarters USAF will be informed by means 
of appropriate reports so that necessary 
changes to manning data can be made. 

Pending forthcoming revision to joint trav- 
el regulations, Paragraph 7009.2 will be used 
as the authority for the return of authorized 
dependents under the circumstances of de- 
pendents returning without sponsor. Para- 
graph 8300 may be used as authority to ship 
household goods. Where dependents are re- 
turned under provisions of JTR paragraph 





7009.2 authority is given to prorate sponsors 
tour from an accompanied to unaccompanied 
basis except where such proration would re- 
sult in a remaining unaccompanied tour of 
less than seven months. In such event spon- 
sor will agree to serve in an unaccompanied 
status for a minimum of seven months, which 
will enable this headquarters to program re- 
placement actions on a normal manning cycle. 

It is the Air Force policy that the overseas 
dependent reduction program be implemented 
with least possible personal hardship with- 
out degrading operationai readiness. Wher- 
ever practicable sponsors will return to 
ConUS with dependents. Maximum notice, 
preferably 60 days, will be given all military 
personnel ordered overseas, particularly per- 
sonnel proceeding on unaccompanied tours 
Commanders are enjoined to assist in alle- 
viating personal hardship in every way pos- 
sible including permitting dependents to re- 
main in government quarters and public 
housing up to 60 days after departure of mil- 
itary sponsor in cases where sponsor received 
inadequate notification of pending departure. 
See provisions of Paragraph 20, Section D, 
AFR 30-6.

Phileco Computer 
Heads For Army Use 


Philco Corporation has delivered a 
“Basicpac” FIELDATA computer to the 
Army Signal Research and Development 
Laboratory at Ft. Monmouth, N. J., for 
acceptance tests. 

Basicpac (AN/TYK/6V), designed and 
built by Philco’s Computer Division, Wil- 
low Grove, Pa., under contract for the 
USASRDL, is described as “a completely 
solid-state, economical, tactical computer 
of the Army’s FIELDATA family of 
stored digital data processing devices. 
Of medium size, it provides high ca- 
pacity data processing under forward 
area tactical situations.” 

The computer is a flexible, rugged, 
reliable data processing system which 
meets all military specifications for shel- 
ter mounted, air-transportable equip- 
ment. Basicpac can be transported and 
operated in an S-109 shelter mounted on 
a 2% ton truck; or from fixed installa- 
tions. 

In order to make use of the capabili- 
ties of electronic data processing equip- 
ment, the Department of the Army Staff 
and the Continental Army Command 
have investigated many field operations 
which could be converted to automatic 
data equipment. The activities under 
study include: logistics, administration, 
intelligence, command control, and fire 
support. 

USCONARC is studying a concept of 
integrated automatic data processing 
for the entire field army; much in the 
same manner as a common communica- 
tions system. The Signal Corps has the 
responsibility for equipment develop- 
ment and system testing. Personnel of 
the Army Signal Research and Develop- 
ment Laboratory and the Army Elec- 
tronic Proving Ground at Ft. Huachuca, 


Ariz., are cooperating to develop and 
integrate equipment into operational 
systems.

by the working of the NSC system. The 
root causes of ditticulty are found in 
overly crowded agenda, overly elaborate 
and stylized procedures, excessive re- 
liance on subordinate interdepartmental 
mechanisms, and the use of the NSC 
system for comprehensive coordinating 
and followthrough responsibilities it is 
ill suited to discharge. 


Suggestions To “Humanize” 


In making suggestions to “deinstitu- 


tionalize” and to “humanize” the NSC 
process, the staff study said: 

e The Council exists only to serve the 
President. It should meet when he wishes 
advice on some matter, or when his chief 
foreign and defense policy advisers re- 
quire Presidential guidance on an issue 
which cannot be resolved without his in- 
tervention. 

e The true goal of “completed staff 
work” is not to spare the President the 
necessity of choice, It is to make his 
choices more meaningful by defining 
the essential issues which he alone must

decide and by sharpening the precise 
positions on the opposing sides, Meetings 
of the Council should be regarded as ve- 
hicles for clarifying differences of view 
on major policy departures or new 
courses of action advocated by depart- 
ment heads or contemplated by the Pres- 
ident himself. The aim of the discussion 
should be a full airing of divergent 
views, so that all implications of possible 
courses of action standout in bold relief.

Keep Meetings Small 


e The Secretaries of State and Defense 
share the main responsibility of advising 
the President on national security prob- 
lems. They are the key members of the 
Council. Whom the President invites to 
Council sessions will, of course, depend 
on the issue under discussion. However, 
mere “need to know,” or marginal in- 
volvement with the matter at hand, 
should not justify attendance. Council 
meetings should be kept small. When the 
President turns for advice to his top 
foreign policy and defense officials, he 
is concerned with what they themselves 
think, The meetings should, therefore, 
be considered gatherings of principals, 
not staff aides. Staff attendance should 
be tightly controlled. 

e The NSC Planning Board now tends 
to overshadow in importance, though not 
in prestige, the Council itself. However, 
some group akin to the present Board, 
playing a rather different role than it 
now does, can be of continuing help to the 
Council in the future. Such a Board 
would be used mainly to criticize and 
comment upon policy initiatives devel- 
oped by the departments or stimulated 
by the President. It would not be used 
as an instrument for negotiating “agreed 
positions” and securing departmental 
concurrences, 


Abolish OCB 


e The case for abolishing the OCB is 
strong. An interdepartmental committee 
like the OCB has inherent limitations as 
an instrument for assisting with the prob- 
lem of policy followthrough. Responsi- 
bility for implementation of policies cut- 
ting across departmental lines should, 
wherever possible, be assigned to a 
particular department or to a particular 
action officer, possibly assisted by an in- 
formal interdepartmental group. 

e The Council will continue to require 
a staff of its own, including a key official 
in charge. This staff should consist of a 
limited number of highly able aides who 
can help prepare the work of the Coun- 
cil, record its decisions, and troubleshoot 
on spot assignments. The NSC system 
now contains several staff components. 
These might well be more closely inte- 
grated. 


Eliminate OCDM? 


e The National Security Act intended 
that one Council member regularly bring 
to the NSC perspectives on our domestic 
economy and domestic resources. The Di- 
rector of the Office of Civil and Defense 
Mobilization is the present heir of that 
role, But the concern of the OCDM fo- 
cuses upon civil defense and mobilization 
problems of wartime emergencies, The 
Council of Economic Advisers, among 
other agencies is now much more con- 
cerned than the OCDM with the kind of 
domestic perspectives relevant to the 
problems of a protracted conflict which 
stops short of a major war. The new 
President and the Congress may there- 
fore wish to ask whether the Director of 
OCDM should have continued statutory 
membership on the Council. 

e Today, there is often little resem- 
blance between a_ policy statement 
emerging from the NSC and programs 
finally carried out by the operating de- 
partments and agencies. The actual scale 
and scope of these programs is de- 
termined largely by budgetary decisions 
made outside the Council. An attempt to 
use the Council for the details of re- 
source allocation would be no more feasi- 
ble than trying to use the Cabinet for 
this purpose. Yet the search for ways 
and means of relating the Council’s ad- 
vice more closely to the budget process 
must be pursued, The problem is not to 
make the Council manager or czar of 
budget preparation. Rather it is to in- 
sure that the perspectives of the Secre- 
taries of State and Defense are brought 
to bear on an ordering of national pri- 
orities at the target-setting stage of the 
annual budget preparation. The NSC is 
the appropriate body for helping the 
President define such priorities,
